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J uniata | omorrow 
by President Calvert N. Ellis 


HE BOARD of Trustees at 

the May Commencement an- 
nounced their plans for the imme- 
diate post-war years. They adopted 
the recommendations of the Jun- 
iata Planning Commission after 
carefully considering the report 
which contained a detailed study 
of the College’s purposes and fa- 
cilities. 

The trustees approved the ar- 
chitect’s drawings for a Student 
Social Center and enlarged Dining 
Hall to be erected as an addition 
to Oneida Hall and Brumbaugh 
Hall. They also accepted the Plan- 
ning Commission’s recommenda- 
tion of a Memorial Men’s Gymna- 
sium in honor of the Juniata men 
who served in this war. The Col- 
lege will solicit from its alumni 
and friends $200,000 for these 
buildings and will proceed as soon 
as the funds and building mater- 
ials are available. By vote of the 
Executive Committee of the Alum- 
ni Association all contributions 
this year, unless otherwise desig- 
nated, will be placed in this build- 
ing fund. The trustees reorganized 
the Juniata Planning Commission 
and asked them to direct the fund- 
raising activities of the College. 


The years immediately ahead 
will impose great responsibilities 
upon the colleges of the country. 
The armed forces and the agencies 
of government have placed such a 
premium upon a college diploma 
that the colleges and universities 
will be overcrowded. So many will 
expect so much that each institu- 
tion must be definite in its pur- 
pose and adequate in facilities. The 
objectives of Juniata College are 
clear, 


First, Juniata chooses to remain 


a small college of less than five 


hundred students. Only so can we 
maintain the associations and per- 
sonal relations so distinctive of 
our campus. Here each student is 
an individual person whose devel- 
opment is our mutual concern. 
Each member of the college com- 
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munity has a responsible part in 
carrying forward our common life. 
These responsibilities and oppor- 
tunities are the experiences that 
build character. Our admissions 
program should select those who 


by intellectual ability and person-. 


al fitness will be able to gain most 
from and at the same time contri- 
bute to our educational environ- 
ment. With scholarships and grants 
the College will offer its privileges 
to capable young people regard- 
less of the economic status of their 
parents. 


second, Juniata is a college of 
liberal arts and sciences offering 
a broad general education as a 
foundation for graduate and pro- 
fessional study. Eight years ago 
the curriculum was revised to pro- 
vide better integration and a larg- 
er core of general courses. The 
College has an obligation to train 
its students in accurate thinking 
and to make them conscious of 
their cultural and spiritual inheri- 
tance. To discharge this obligation 
requires a faculty of interesting 
alert teachers. The stimulus of a 
favorite professor is a precious 
memory to many Juniatians. How- 
ever, if we expect our professors 
to give their lives in the building 
of our college we must offer more 
adequate remuneration. This will 
be possible as we increase the per- 
manent endowment funds of the 
College. 


Third, Juniata was founded by 
members of the Church of the 
Brethren to provide educational 
opportunities for their children. 
Although the College is not sec- 
tarlan in emphasis nor exclusive 
in its admissions policy, it is Chris- 
tian in purpose and ideals. We en- 
deavor to provide an environment 
in which it is easy to practice the 
Christian virtues and in which 
Jesus Christ and His church are 
honored. 

Fourth, Juniata must have en- 
larged physical facilities to carry 
out its educational purposes. After 





the first world war the student en- 
rollment grew from 182 in 1922 to 
534 in 1932. Although a large num- 
ber of these were day students, the 
college plant was inadequate. The 
Planning Commission found so 
many urgent physical needs that 
it was difficult to decide which 
should have priority. However, 
the lack of a student social center 
and the inadequacy of the dining 
hall stood out above all others. 
The architect’s plans double the 
floor space of the dining hall and 
provide for special class or group 
dinners. The Student Center, 
which will be adjacent to the din- 
ing hall, includes the college book 
store and post office as well as rec- 
reational opportunities. 


The gymnasium is small and no 
longer suitable for men’s inter- 
collegiate basketball. The Com- 
mission therefore recommended a 
new memorial gymnasium in tri- 
bute to the more than six hundred 
Juniata men who have served 
their country during this world 
conflict. The present gymnasium 
will be remodeled to offer better 
opportunities for the young 
women. 


The men returning from service 
and the broadened academic pro- 
gram will place a burden upon the 
entire college plant. The Carnegie 
Library, which thirty years ago 
was outstanding among small col- 
leges, is inadequate both in read- 
ing rooms and in book space. It is 
hoped that some friend will fur- 
nish the funds to enlarge the li- 
brary, providing two additional 
reading rooms, seminar rooms and 
shelf space for one hundred thou- 
sand volumes. The fire at 1630 
Moore Street focused our atten- 
tion on the need for a music build- 
ing. Oller Hall cares for only a 
part of the musical activities. Stu- 
dios, practice rooms, and the Car- 
negie listening hour are scattered 
over the campus. The Home Eco- 
nomics Department has the larg- 
est enrollment in the College and 
needs a building of its own. This 
would coordinate the department’s 
activities and release space in the

the risk of their lives. . . . Upon 
completion. of the bombing run 
the flaming aircraft went into an 
uncontrollable dive and exploded 
in mid-air, carrying with it the 
valiant crew whose devotion to 
duty in the face of disaster exem- 
plifies the highest traditions of the 
Army Air Forces.” 
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The name labeled “CR” at the head 
of each class paragraph is the class 
representative.
